It Agrees to Pay 38 Per Cents of Tts Gross
Enrnings to the Clty for n Fraschise,
Thereby Settlng an Unwelcoms Example
for (ither Ronds te Follow—The Bleecker
sireet Line Hefuses to Negotinte,

The North and Eost River Rallway Com.
pany is to operate in Falton and West streets,
conneoting the Fulton ferry.honse with the
forry nt the foot of Chambers stroet, North
River,

The cars, twenty in number, are now stand-
ing in the shops of the Brills, the Philadel.
phin ear builders.  Each ear in supplied with
an ¢lectric motor, which is attached to the
axle and operates in eonjunction with an
olootrie ourrent which ix conoealod in s con.
duit six inches wide and ahout as deep lying
midway between the tracks. The cars are of
ordinary sizo.

The vleetric engines which will genorate
the motive power will be located in s build.
ing in Burling ali)i. The cars will make trips
a minnte npart. The company hins contracted
to pay 1o the city 86 per cent, of the gross
earnings of the roml.

The other railway companies operating
under franchises from the eity pay 8 or &
llwr cent of their earnings to the city, except

acob Sharp's Broadway road, which agreed
precipitately, after the people were aroused
in 1884, to pay #40,000 a year rentnl in addi-
tion to the peroentage,

The promoters of the Fulton street rond
expected to have it in operation ere this, hut
Gon. Newton's order obliged the compnny to

There are four roads whose trnck the Ful-
ton stroot rond must use, The new road
must run on the single track of the Hleecker
wtreet line from Pultom ferry to Willinm
stroot.  That is something over one thousand
feot. The officers of the new road have been
entirely unable to negotiste with the
Bleccker stroet company.

I'ho track of the Dry Dock line must be
used for 800 feet from 8t, Paul's Chinrch west
in Fulton streot.

Commissions will arrange betwoen the now

The Bleecker street line stops on the west
side of Bouth street.  The new line will cross
that street and drop its passengers in the
forry.house.

East River rond is_permitted to complete its
ling, ono of the effects will be to teach the
city that the roads which have been u}wrnting
fur yoars aud pocketing enormons dividends
on watered stock are amply able to and
sliould iu ull justice pay larger percentages
for their monopolios, for the new road will
pay 30 pér cent. more than any of them.,
or this renson the old romds have done all
in their power to prevent the new company
